With demands for comuulsorv military
service and grentlv Increased nrmv anil
navy, the National Seem Itv League
Placed itself on record Inst night as
faoring the plans of the general boaid
of the navv and tho general staff of
the armv. ns opposed to the Ideas of
Secretaries Daniels and Garrison.

Secietnry Oarron's recommendation
to enlarge the regular nrmv was spe-
cifically Indoised. Rut In every other
lesiu'ct the league lined up for a Inrger
degree of preparedness than has yet
been submitted to Congress.
